mw, to pay his Majeſty any more Taxes, 


upon pain of being chaftis'd as diſobedient 


to the Orders of the moſt Chriſtian King : 
And that on thetweaty (ixth of Fane 168 r, 
they granted to him that gave moſt, the 
Great and Small Tithes of the Village of 
Bioalx and the Neighbouring Places be- 
tween the Sambre and the Meuſe. 

In Fuly 1681, they poſſeſs'd themſelves 
of the Villages of Bieſmes, Gerpinnes, Vil 
lers-la-pefterie, Acos, Hmeret, a la Stache, 
Orez, Gongnies, Bois, de Sart-Villers, Romy 
ree, and Furnau, Dependents. of the Bay- 
liage of Bovignes, and forced the Mayors 
and Inhabitants of the ſaid Villages to 
come to Bieſmes, and there (wear Alle- 
giance to the moſt Chriſtian King : They 
{eiz'd *Iſothe Bayliage of Anthee between 
the Sambre and the Menſe, with all its De- 
pendences, and poſſels'd themſelves of them, 
particularly 2forville, Fontaine, Meanvoye, 
Sterville, Flavions, Roſee, Keſtrevins, Metz, 
weſpins, Melins, River, Somer, Ontraye, 
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wellien, and other places, all unqueſtiona- 
bly belonging to his Catholick Majeſty as 
Earl of Namsr. They extended their U- 
ſurpation over the Foreſt of Marlaigne, 
which is part of his Catholick Majeſties 
Demaines, over fix hundred Bonzters more, . 
and forbad all the Chapmen of the Fellet- 
tes to fall any of the Woods ſold them, 
or to make any uſe of them, without pay- 
ing their Commiſſary for them. 

They continued their Violences ,, 1z.;..1. 
in the Province of Haizal/t, where 
the fifth of 4pri! 1681. they poſle(s'd theme 
ſelves of the Villages of Yaus, Fontenoy,Yeron, 
Maubray, Bras-maiſme, and Bowrgeon , 
though unqueſtionably belonging to. his 
Catholick Majeſty, as part of the Caſtle- 
wick of Aeth, as was agreed by the Pro- 
curators and Commiſſioners of both Crowns 
at the Conference at LZil/e, in Execution 
of the Treaty of A4ix ls Chappelle, where 
it was Decreed by conſent, That theſe Vil- 
lages ſhould continue in the Lift Exhibited 
by the Procurator of the moſt Chriſtian 
King. who enjoy'd them on that account, till 
by the Treaty of Ninmmighen he was ingag'd 
to reſtore them to his Catholick Majeſty, 
in purſuance whereof, he cauſed them to 
be Evacuated with the reft of that Cfie- 
wick, that his Cartighick Majeſty might

New aid horrible have always been againſt

For, under pretence that the County of 
Verton had ſome Ages paſt been holden 
of the Biſhop of Yerduz, and that the 
Counts had done Homage, and other Ser- 
vices, to the Biſhop for that County , the 
French (without Colour of Juriſdiction) in 
the Name of the pretended Lord of that 
place, caus'd his Catholick Majeſty (in the 
Perſon of one of his Officers) to be Sum-

pain of Forfeiture: Which pain they not 
only Decreed, but would have Executed 
by Force of Arms in the Territories of

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Buſſy with a Troop of Horſe and Dra- 
goons into the Dutchy of ' Luxembargh, 
where he preſented -himſelf at the Gate of 
Vertow, and Summond him who Com- 
manded there for his Catholick Majeſty to 
quit the place with-his Garriſon, The Com- 
mander declaring he could not do it with- 
out Order trom the Governour of the Pro- 
vince, the Count De Buſy with about two 
thouſand five hundred Horle'Quartered in 
the ſame Province, and continued there till 
thet wenty fourth _ tollowing,having: 
in that time committed ſeveral Acts ofHoſti- 
lity, by the Spoil and Ruine of the Eſtates 
and Effets of his Catholick Majeſties Sub- 
jets, ' by taking away their Cattel and ©0- 
ther Moveables, and impriſoning their Per- 
ſons, and putting them to the Ranſom, with-' 
out deſifting his violent Enterprizes till 
his Catholick Majeſty had ordered his Gar- 
riſon to be drawn out of Perron. 

And though this was done the eighteenth 
of April 1681, the Count De Buſſy, not ſa- 
tisfied therewith, continued his Violences, 
till the Spenierds Evacuated St. Merd,though 
a Dependent of another Provoſtſhip.

and damaified -the Province by his Spoils 
and Oppreſſions to the - yalue of a hun- 
dred and fifty thouſand Crowns, 

They ſeiz'd allo the Provoſtſhip of Or. 
chimoxt, and (everal Lordſhips included in 
it, and Neighbouring to it : And forc'd the 
Officers both of State and Juſtice, the Law- 
yers and,other Inhabitants, to ſwear Alle- 
giance tothe moſt Chriſtian King, and for- 
bad them to pay any Aids or Taxes to the 
| States of Laxemburgh. 

They poſleſs'd themſelves allo of the 
Caſtles of Rochfort and Beaurain, where 
they have plac'd a Garriſon, though theſe

longed ſeveral Ages. 

And that they might ſeize the Terri-

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True it is, the Dukes of Zorain pretend- 
ed 3 Right to have Homage done them, 
as Dukes of Berr, for . a Motety of that 
County z aud ſeveral Conferences were had 
on that Subje&t toward the end of the laſt 
Age, and the beginning of this, betwixt 
the Deputies of Arch-Duke Albertus, and 


thoſe of the Duke of Zorrain and Bary : 


But 'tis as true, and appears by the Trea- 
ty had in purſuance of thoſe Conferen- 
ces, That it was agreed, the County of 
Chiny ſhould be abſolutely exempted 
from the Fealty and Homage pretended to - 
for it by the Duke of Zorr4iz and Barr,who 
granted to the faid 4rch-Dauke and his Suc- 


| ceffors all the Right he had or could have 


to it, in confideration of a Releaſe the Arch- 
Duke made to him of the Services due for 
ſome places of the Dukedom of Barr. 
Notwithſtanding this, the French Sum- 
mon'd, (at a Houſe of an Officer of rhe 
ſaid County) the pretended Count of Chiny 
to appear in the ſaid Chamber of Reuxi2» 
at Metz, (which hath not any Authority 
or Furiſdiction in the Caſe) co do Homage 
to his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, as being 1n 
Poſſeſſion of the Dukedom of Barry without 
any Grant, 
And though this Summons and Pro- 


ceedings thereupon have been Vacuated by 
the 


— 
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the Councils of his Catholick Majeſty, as 
Judges of the Territory, the Frexch have 
not ceas'd to purſue their Point. And the 
better to gain it, in a place'where could be 
no contradiction, the moſt Chriſtian Kings 
Attorney made uſe of thoſe Evidences on- 
ly which had been exhibited in the ſaid 
Conferences on the part of the Duke of 
Lorrain and Barr, without mentioning the 
Evidences Exhibited on the part of Arch- 
Duke Albertus, nor the Treaty concluded. 

Purſuant hereto the ſaid Chamber of Merz 
upon a pretended default gave Judgment 
the twenty firſt of April 1681, whereby 
the pretended Count of Chiny was con- 
demn'd to hold the ſaid County of the 
Dukedom of Barr, and to do Homage for 
irs Appurtenances, Dependences, and places 


annext to it, upon pain of Forfeiture to be. 


incurr'd withia a Month, without further 
Order. 

This Judgment was ſent into almoſt eve- 
ry place of the ſaid Province, though al- 
rogether independent of Chz»y; and Prohi- 
bition added. in the Name of his moſt Chri- 
ſtian Majeſty, that no Money ſhould, with- 
out expreſs Order from him, and the a 
pointment of the Officers of the Generalſh 
of Metz, be rais'd or impos'd on the, Inhab1- 
tants of thoſe Places ; nor any Quarter or 

Subſiftence 
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Subſiftence allowed there for any Officers or 
Souldiers of any Nation whatever, with- 
out like Order and Appointment, on pain 
of a thouſand Livers. 

And as theſe ſtrange Orders, (being ab- 
ſolutely null by the Makers want of Juriſ- 
dition and Authority within the Territory 
and Dominions of his Catholick Majeſty) 
could not be obey'd there, the Count De 
Buſſy entred again into the Province of 
Luxemburgh the tenth of Fuly 1681. with 

F Horſe and Dragoons, and caus'd 
the Commander of Chiny for his Catholick 
Majeſty to be Summoned to draw his Gar- 
riſon out of Chiny, and leave the place to 
the French, adding Threats in caſe of refu- 
ſal. The Commander Anſwering, his Du- 
ty permitted him not to comply with the 
Summons, the Count De Baſſy firſt Quar- 
tered his Troops in the County of his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty about Chizy, and afterwards 
at Neuf-Chaſieau in the Country of St.Hu- 
bert, Mirwart, Marche, Durbuy, and 0- 
ther Places, having not only forc'd the, In- 
habitants to receive the ſaid Troops, but 
obliged ſome of them to ſwear Allegiance 
to the moſt Chriſtian King; Afterwards 
he went with the ſame Troops to Orthevil- 
le, Aſnonlez, Baſtoigne, Martelange, Ell, 
and then to Herſch, having poſted himſelf 

bet ween 
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between Mer{ch and Linrgen, till the thir- 
teenth of Auzuft. 

Yet the Miniſters of France thought this 
a Proceeding not brisk enough, and there. 
fore the ſooner to attain their end, ſent an 
Envoy to Brasſſels to ſignihe to his Highs 
neſs the Prince of Parma, Governour of the 
Netherlands, that if within eight days he 
- caus'd not the Spaniſh Garriſons to be all 
drawn out of the County of Chiny, andall 
its Dependences, they would make a fur- 
ther Irruptioa into the Lands of his Catho- 
lick Majeſty in Flanders and Hainealt, with 
two Bodies of Horſe, Commanded by Count 
Montbron and the Chevalier de Sourdis, 
whom they had order'd to March for that 
purpoſe to the Frontiers of both Provin- 
CES. 

So that to prevent the total overthrow

Netherlands, the Spaniſh Garvifons were

Upon pretence that the Woods of Bzer:, 
and others belonging to his Catholick Ma- | 
jelty, are Dependents of St, Gerard, a 
Freach Captain of Dragoons was quartered 
there, who not-only interrupted the ordina; 
ry Saleof Woods, begun by his Catholick 
Majeſties Counſellor, and Receiver Gene- 
ral in the Woods of B:zert, but forbad the 
Chapmen (who had bargain'd) to fall a Tree 
without leave under the Hand of the faid In- 
tendant ; who by an Edict of the 4h of No- 
vember, 1680, prohibited all Perſons to fall 
any Tree in the Woods of Biert and Foy, or 
to put in any Hogs or other Beaſts there, 
on any pretence whatever, on pain of Con- 
filcation of the Beaſts, and a hundred Crawns 
Fine ; with like prohibition from Hunting 
in thoſe Woods, or Fiſhing in the Rivers De- 
pendents of St. Gerard, And he that had. 
by Grant from the Officers of his Catholick 
Majeſty, obtained the Maſt of the Woods of 
Riert, was obliged to give Security at St. 
Gerard topay the Rent there. Befides which,

By a Tranſattion and Agreement 1n the 
year 1266, between Thomes Abbot of 
Broigne, and his Covent of the one pare, 
and Gy Earl of Flanders, and Marqueſs of 
Namnr of the other part, upon a Controver- 
fie happen'd about the Woods of Biere, I 
was agreed,that among ſeveral other Woods, 
thoſe of Biere ſhould remain to the ſaid Gay, 
who in conſideration thereof, granted to 
the ſaid Abbot and Covent a piege:-of Wood 


Ground, deſcended to him from his. Ance- 
ftors, 
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ſtors, as appears at large by the Agreement: 
In purſuance whereof, the ſaid Guy, Mar- 
queſs of Namur, and his Succefſors, have to 
this day peaceably enjoyed the ſaid Woods, 
without any Interruption by the ſaid Abbot 
and Covent, or their Succeſſors, who have 
likewiſe enjoyed the Woods paſt to them by 
the ſaid Guy. And if there had not been 
any ſuch Tranſaction or Agreement, yet a 
Poſſeſſion of four hundred years and upwards 
is by the Common Law of the Country ſut- 
ficient to create a Right, which is preſum'd 
upon continual and peaceable poſleſſion: 
the rather for that by the 357 Article of 
the Cuſtoms of Namur, there is no more 
required than a poſieſſion of Forty years to 
preſcribe againſt the Church. 


The Bailiage of Bouvignes. 


The Sixth of Fuly, 1681, the Intendant 
Faultrier, with the Sieur Madelan, and 
Charles Boro his Deputy, being come to the 
place of reſidence of the Baily of Bouwjgnes, 
cauſed the Officers of Juſtice, and ſome prin- 
cipal Inhabitants of that place to be ſummo- 
ned to {wear Allegiance to -France, which 
they did, and were the ſame time prohibited 
on pain of Chaſtilement ro own any other 
Superiour, 

The 
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The ſame Intendant ſent Orders to the _ 


Officers of Juſtice at Gerpines, to repair to 
Bieſme, and take the like Oath, without any 
Diſpute,otherwiſe it ſhould go ill with them, 
and they ſhould be puniſhed as dibobedient. 

The like was done to thoſe of the Villages 
of Aces, Foncret, Fillers la Potterie, Sart a 
la Stache, Orez, Gougines, Bois de Villers, 
Romree, and Turnault, Dependents of the 
ſaid Bailiage. And to the Farmer of the 
Rents of the Mannor belonging to his Catho- 
lick Majeſty, in the Foreſt of Marlaigne, 
who were all obliged to take the ſaid Oath, 
the Intendant alledging for the ground. of 
his proceedings the Authority of Prophe- 
cies, and ſome ſayings of wizards. 

The Intendant having ſent Orders to the 
Mayor and principal Inhabitants of LZeſ#es 
and Arbre, Dependents of the ſame Bai- 


liage, to come to St. Gerard for the purpoſe 


above-mentioned ; they not coming aCccor- 
dingly, Charles Boron, his Deputy, cauled 
them to be taken inthe Night by Souldters, 
and carried to St. Gerard the 7th of Func, 
1681 ; where, upon their Arrival, the Com- 
mander prohibited them'to receive any Or- 
ders from thoſe of Namur, or to pay them 
any thing on pain of being [everely puniſhed. 
Orders being afterwards ſent them by tour 


French Dragoons, to come again to St, Ge- 
rard, 
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r4rd, they obey'd, and found there the In- 
tendant, the Sieur Madelairy, and other 
French Officers : And the Intendant having 


declared . to them it was convenient. 


they ſhould take an Oath of Allegiance to 
France ; the faid Mayor and Inhabitants ex- 
cuſed themſelves, the Intendant hearing 
them, Ordered the Commander of St. Ge-

the obedience faithful SubjeQts ought to pay 
their Sovereign, which hath to this time 
been ſucceſiively done, The Earls of Na- 
mur having conſtantly poſleſs'd and enjoy'd 
with all Soveraignty the Town of Beuvigres, 
and the places its Dependents, particularly

And when ſome of the Chapmen would 
have fallen the Woods bought at the Sale in 
November 1680, of his Catholick Maje- 
ſties Officers, the Captain hindered them. 

Bills were put up on the Church doors 
of Floreffe, Arbre, Leſues , Profondeville, 
and St. H-ribert, to ſignify, that the 15 of 


Fuly , 1681 , a Sale of Timber ſhould be |

So that the French, in the Limits, them- 
ſelves have ſet to the Woods they pretend 


. to have uſurp'd in High Marlaigze, fix or 


ſeven hundred Boxniers of Wood, belonging 
to his Catholick Majeſty : In a word, the 
whole Foreſt of Marl/azpne within an hour 
and a halfs journey of the Caftle of Namar. 

In Fare 1681, Faultrier took the Liber- 
ty to tell Zewes Moreau, his Catholick Ma- 
jeſtics Receiver of the Duty for Importati- 
on and Exportation, that he would ſet up 


the Armsof 'Fraxce, cloſe to the Caſtle of 
- Namur, and perhaps would make 1t appear, 


the ſaid Caſtle is fituate upon the ſame Ter- 
ritory with the Woods of Marlajgne. And 


that in a ſhort time, he would forbid any

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ſtick to be taken for the uſe of the King of

To Conclude, the Frezch have cauſed the 
Woods of wellein,Delhee, and Favlx being 
Dependents of Biert , to be meaſured in 
order to a Sale of them (as the other Woods) 
for their proper ule.

Dizant : After which he cauſed above two 
hundred of the beſt Timber-Trees , in the 
Woods of Leche, to be cut dov n.

Faultricy ſent Orders to the Abby of $9- 
{zers, and Inhabitants of 4hiz , the fame 
in effect with thoſe ſent to the Provoſtſhip 
of Poitvache, prohibiting payment of any 
Duty to his Catholick Majeſty , notwith- 
{tanding any Order from the States of the 
Province, and Commanding them not 
to obey any Orders , but what ſhould be 
ſent them,on the behalfof his Majeſty ; up- 
on pretence the ſaid places are Dependents 


' of the ſaid Provcfiſhip, though 1n truth 


they are not, but within the Juriſdiftion of 
the Province of Namur: And at Ahin there 
is a Cuſtom-houſe ſettled by his Catholick 
Majeſty, for Duties of Exportation and 
Importation, Ingrels and Egreſs.

Soliers and Ahin are Dependents of the 
Province of Namur, within the Bayliage 
of Entre Meuſe and Arche, as appears by 
the ſaid account of Aids of 1493, and the 
Regiſter of Surveys of 1602. 

As to 4hinin particular, 'tis a Fee held 
of the Caſtle of Namur , Libert de Foux 
did Homage for itin 1404 ; and fo have the 
other Owners ſucceſſively done, as appears 
by the ſecond Volume of the Liſt of Fiefes. 

The Records concerning So/zers, are in 
the Cuſtody of the Nuns of Zlec ; and in- 
deavours ſhall be uſed to have them produ- 
eed, ifthere be Cauſe. 


High and Low Arche. 


Boron (ent an Order, Dated the -8th of 
December, 1681, to Francis de Page, Wood- 
ward of High and Low Arche, a Depen- 
dent of the Bayliage of Entre Mewſe and 
Arche, to repairto Dinant to take the Oath 
of Allegiance to France , but becauſe we 
arc not certain, France hath taken poſlefſion 
of thoſe Woods, we forbear to ſet forth his

Becauſe the Council of this Province had 
ſent into the Villages berween the Sambre 
and the Meuſe, and into the Provoſtſhip of 
Poilvach the Placarts laſt Publiſhed by his 
Highneſs : Count Moztbron, feat Order to 
the Mayors and Inhabitants of the ſame 
places, prohibiting them to receive ſuch 
Placarts, on pain of being puniſhed as Re- 
bels, and threatning to ſend to the Gallies, 
the Bearers of ſuch Placarts, whom he calls 
Vagabonds, 

The beginning of the year 1682 , Boron 
accompanied with Serjeant Benedii, came 
to the Village of Bieſme /a Colonneſs , ity- 
ate between the Sembre and the Meuſe, and 
a Dependent of the Bayliage of Bowienes, 
where he levyed and received all the Chief- 
rents belonging to his Catholick Majeſty, 
andcauſed them to be left at the Houſe of 
Hubert Baviot at Bieſme. 

On Twelf-day laſt, Fohx de Gozee, Lord 
- of Bieſme, as the People came from Maſs . 
in the Pariſh-Church, cauſed it to be Pub- 
liſhed aloud before alt the Commonalty of 
Bieſme, that he. had received Order from 
France, to lay an Aſſeſſment on the ſaid 
Commonalty to be preſently paid : And

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that the Order was, they thould be Taxed 
at 600 Florins for Bieſme, inſtead of 1945, 


they formerly paid his Catholick Majeſty, | 


The like Order, Dated the ſecond of Fa- 
auary, 1683,was (ent to repron, and to Hox- 
tozr,a Dependent of the Baliage of Bovignes, 
whereby it appears, that Hoxtezr is Aﬀeſſed 
at Forty Florins to be forthwith paid into 
the hands of the Lord of B:eſme appointed 
by France to colled&t the ſaid Aﬀeſiments. 
Beſides which, all the Inhabitants of the 


places, in'the poſſcſſon of Fraxce, were com- | 


manded upon hearing a Lell rung, to aff. 
emble together, and Seize thole who ſhould 
briog Placarts, or other orders in his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty's namer, with threats of 
Reprizal on his Majeſties Subjeds, it any on 
behalf of his Majeſty, or his Officers ſhould 
Levy any Duties from the [aid Inhabicants 
or their Eſtates, as appears at Large by Faul- 
triers Order. 

The 11 of Fanuary, 1682. By two other 
Orders, delivered at Hoxtorr, and Dated the 
one the 12 of September, the other the 22 of 
November, 1682, he Prohibited the inhabi- 
tants between the Sambre and the Mewſe, to 
appear for any Caule, or pretence whatſoe- 
ver, before the Officers and Courts of his 
Catholick Majeſty, and Commanded them 
to withdraw their Suits, if any, depending

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there, under divers penalties expreſs'd in the 
Order. With Prohibition to all Mayors, Pre - 


| voſts, Baylifts and other Officers of the faid 


Villages, to receive or admir into their Juril. 
diction any Advocates, Proftors, or other 
pleaders, but ſuch only as are Subjects of 
France. | | 

By Billet of the firſt of January, Faultrier 
forbad thoſe who get Stone out of the Quar- 


| ries in the fields of Hoax ( cloſe adjoyning 


to the Town of Bowignes) to pay for them 


- | to any but B-roz, pretending the ſaid Quar- 


ryes are dependents of the Provoſtſhip of 
Poilvache, tho' they are in truth within the 
Liberty and Juriſdiction of Bovignes. 

As to his Catholick Majeſtys right to all 
the places above mentioned, beſides what 
hath already be=n ſaid on that Subje&, his 
Majeſty and Predeceſlors have been in poſ- 
ſeſſion of them time out of mind, for ſeveral 
Apes, and till now havecontinually exerci- 
ſed all acts of Soveraignty over them without 
contradiction of any Perſon whatever,
